The  burial  of  the  Qerman  dead  who 
fell  in  the  recent  flghtlng  has  revealed 
the  presence  of  further  enemy  forces 
not  hitherto  IdentlHed  on  this  part  of 
the  front.  Shoulder  straps  of  men 
from  the  ZtSth  reclment  of  the  49th 
naserve  Division  and  the  39th  ressrvs 
rsclment  of  the  ISth  Reserve  Division, 
have  been  turned  in,  in  numnera  sufllciant 
to  indicate  the  presence  of  battalions 
from  these  regiments  In  some,  at  least, 
of  the  deaperata  strucsles  of  the  last 
two  weeks.  At  least  •!  enemy  battal- 
ions took  part  In  these  battles.  Onr 
victory  in  the  llvht  of  these  flgures  Is 
a  very  remarkable  one. 

mtnUm  of  moralrai 
purine  the  operatlona  which  culmin* 
at^  In  tho  capture  of  Hill  70  and  the 
pressing  of  the  unemy  backward  Into 
the  centre  of  Lens,  many  heroic  deeds 
wore  performed  by  Canadian  officers 
and  men.  A  list  of  men  who  have  been 
decorated  for  exoepttooal  conduct  dur- 
ing the  fighting  was  given  today. 

Here  is  a  story  of  heroism  and  re- 
sourcefiilness  that  is  not  often  paral- 
leled. A  battery  of  Canadian  fl«ld  ar- 
tUleey  was  under  a  concentrated  lira 
from  enemy  guns.  Gunner  William  Mc- 
Lean was  in  an  old  German  gun  pit 
durlnir  the  bombardment  whnn  a  direot 
hit  caused  It  casualties.  W^oupded  In 
the  chest  and  hand,   McLean   turned   at 

-  once  to  the  duty  of  rescuing  those  who 
were  In  wore*  eoBdItton  than  himself. 
One  of  the  vletiiM  was  pinned  down  be- 
;iiimi  hMtvy  rfMtfiin  »n<r  th^re  was  dan- 
ger that  if  left  in  the  posTttOn  he  could 
n6t  survive  long.  ,  A  medical  officer 
who  could  not  reach  the  spot  because  of 
the  needs  of  other  wounded  was  con- 
sulted'.     He  advised  amputation   of    the 

.shattered  leg  so  that  the  victim  might 
be   released.     With   great   nerve,   In   the 


amputated,  and  blowing  away  the  tall 
board  of  the  limber.  The  mules  bolted, 
but  Oagnon,  knowing  the  highly  danger- 
ous nature  of  the  bombs  he  was  carry- 
ing, and  realizing  that  the  Uvea  of  many 
soldiers  in  the  vicinity  depended  on  him, 
stuck  to  his  post  and  brought  his 
frightened  -teanr  to  k  stsndsttH. 

Sgt.  Thomas  Duncan  Macvlcar,  of  a 
Manitoba  battalion,  is  awarded  the 
Military  Medal  for  going  forward  alone, 
though  wounded,  into  an  enemy  trench 
and  killing  two  snipers  who  were  har- 
assing his  platoon  during  an  attack  on 
the  enemy's  front  line. 

Cpl.  Peter  Macvlcar  also  entered  an 
enemy  trench  ahead  of  his  men  on  the 
same  occasion  and  killed  eight  of  the 
enemy,  clearing  the  way  for  those  who 
canoe  after  him.  He  also  received  the 
MillUry   Medal. 

Cpl.  Alexander  Flndley,  of  a  Quebec 
battalion,  gets  the  Military  Medal  for 
saving  the  Uvef  of  three  men  of  his  bat- 
talion under  fire.  Flndley,  while  at  work 
during  a  heavy  bombardment  of  our 
front  trench,  found  that  part  of  the 
trench  had  been  blown  in  and  three  men 
burled.  He  at  once  proceeded  to  dig 
them  out,  and,  with  shells  falling  all 
around   him,  rescued  all  of  th«   men. 

Pte.  Jas.  Holly  Lee,  of  a  Quebec  bat- 
talion, received  a  Military  Medal  for 
entering  enemy  dugouts  alone  during  a 
raid  and  accounting  for  the  occupants. 
He  also  volunteered  for  any  dangerous 
work,  and  nis  presence  with  any  party 
always  Inspired  the  others  with  con- 
fidence.

Tbt  Food  Ministry  is  establishing  la 
the  United,  States  a  single  buying 
acency,  and  will  make  all  purchases* 
tlirougb  this  agency,  beginning  Septem- 
ber 3. 

All  holders  at  tbo  present  time  of 
c.i.f  and  f.o.b.  contracts  in  bacon  and 
lard  with  American  shippers  are  re- 
quired to  furnish  to  the  Food  Ministry 
full  Information  immediately.  The  Food 
Ministry  is  also  fixing  maximum 
prices,  limiting  profits  on  cheese  ana 
tutter   from   September   S.

LONDON,  Aug.  JO.— The  official  report 
from  British  headquarters  in  France  to- 
night  reads: 

"On  the  Ypres  battlefield  we  advanced 
our  lines  slightly  today  southeast  of 
St.  Janshoek  and  captured  a  few  prison- 
ers. The  enemy's  artillery  has  shown 
considerable  activity  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Lens  and  north  of  Ypres." 

"The  enemy  artillery  was  active  dur- 
ing the  night  in  the  Nieuport  sector," 
says  a  War  Office  report  issued  today. 
"The  weather  was  stormy  and  wet." 

PARIS,  Aug.  80. — ^The  War  Office  is- 
sued the  following  official  statement  to- 
night: 

"There  was  reciprocal  artillery  activ- 
ity on  both  banks  of  the  Mouse.  The 
rest  of  the  front  was  calm. 

"Eastern  theatre,  Aug.  29. — Patrol  en- 
counters took  place  in  the  Struma  val- 
ley. The  artillery  fighting  was  quite 
lively  In  the  region  of  Lake  Uoiran  and 
Monastlr." 

German  attacks  on  the  Verdun  front 
last  night  were  repulsed  completely,  the 
War  Office  announces.  French  troops 
penetrated  German  trenches  In  tho 
Champagne,  taking  prisoners  and  a  ma- 
chine gun. 

Bsiiiiaa    Bevoit 
BKRLIN,    Aug.    30.— Today's     official 
statement  toads: 

"Army  group  of  Prince  Ruppracht: 
Military  activity  In  Flanders  yesterday 
was  again  limited  to  heavy  firing  In  sec- 
tors northeast  and  east  of  Ypres.  Early 
this  morning  the  British  made  a  violent 
attack  northeawt  of  WIeltJe.  It  col- 
lapsed with  heavy  I'lsses  under  our  fire 
and  in  hand-to-hand  fighting. 

"Army  of  the  German  Crown  Prince: 
On  the  Chemin  des  Dames,  several  rec- 
onnoitering  attacks  made  on  the  front 
southeast  of  Cerny  by  the  enemy  broke 
down.  Before  Verdun  the  artillery  duel 
again  became  more  violent  In  the  eve- 
ning. Apart  from  reconnoitering  en- 
gagements there  was  no  infantry  ac- 
tivity. 

"Army  group  of  I>uke  .\lbrecht:  Fur- 
ther French  fire  agalnnt  Thlaucourt 
again  ha.s  been  answered  by  a  powerful 
bombardment    of    Nolvant-aux-Pres. 

The  supplementary  statement  Issued 
by  general  headquarters  this  evening 
says  that  nothing  Important  has  oc- 
curred on  the  various  fronts. 


COPE.VHAGKN,  Aufc.  10.— The  Cra- 
cow newspapers  report  that  the  direct 
cause  of  the  resignation  of  the  Polish 
Council  of  State  was  the  decision  of

LONDON.  Aug.  80.- "The  last  week 
has  been  marked  by  a  pause  on  all  the 
western  front,  a  pause  which  was  In- 
evitable after  the  great  successes  of 
\he  previous  week,  a  pauie  accentuated 
by  bad  weather,  which  affected  the 
operations  all  the  way  from  the  North 
Sea  to  the  Italian  neacoHxt,"  said  Msjor- 
General  F.  B.  Maurice,  chief  director 
of  military  operations  at  the  War 
office,  in  his  weekly  talk  to  the  As> 
noclated   Press   today. 

"At  tho  momant  It  is  the  ItslUn 
front  where  the  Situation  Is  the  most 
Interesting.  Here  also,  after  n  really 
Important  advanr*.  there  now  cornea  » 
pause  pending  the  readjustment  of  the 
artillery  positions.  Thoro  Is  much 
work  in  h«  done  during  the  nauses. 
The  problem  Is  whether  General 
Cadoriia  will  be  sh|«  to  get  his  guns 
posted  for  the  renewal  of  the  opera- 
tions before  the  .\ustrtans  get  up  ado 
4iuate  reserves,  some  of  which  are  bqlng 
brought  from  the  Rusno-Roumanlsn 
front.

In  conjunction  with  General 
KornllofTs  speech,  the  state  to  which 
the  Russian  army  has  come,  snd  makes 
it  even  more  remarkable  that  the  Ger- 
mans have  been  unable  to  achieve  more. 

"On  the  Roumsntsn  front.  Field  Mar- 
shsl  von  Mackensen's  attack  failed 
owing  to  the  gallant  stand  of  the 
Roumanians  and  tho  necessity  of  Aus- 
trian withdrawals  to  the  threatened 
Italian    front. 

"In  the  last  mohth  I  have  received  a 
remarkable  nun^ber  of  lettera  from  the 
Ignited  Rtates.  showing  how  widespread 
Is  the  belief  that  the  British  have  let 
the  Allied  and  colonial  troop*  do  the 
most  of  their  fighting.  This  is  part  of 
the  German  propaganda  In  the  Ignited 
Ktstes.  I  have  prepared  for  yoti  a  few 
statistics  to  show  how  far  this  is 
nntruo.

OTTAWA,  Aug.  31.— The  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  bill  was  finally  dis- 
posed of  under  the  closure  rule  in  the 
Commons  at  2  o'clock  this  morning, 
when  Hon.  Wm.  Pugsley's  amendment 
wan  voted  down  and  the  third  readinjgr 
adopted. 

The  amendment,  which  favored  ap- 
proval by  Parliament  of  the  finding  of 
the  board  of  arbitration  which  will  fix 
the  value  of  Oie  Canadian  Northern 
Railway  atock  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Government,  was  rejected  by  a  division 
of  52  to  36,  a  Government  majority  of 
16.  Mr.  A.  Champagne,  North  Battle- 
ford,  voted  with  the  Government,  and 
Mr.  Barrette,  of  Berthler,  with  the  Op- 
position. , 
Third  reading  of  the  bill  was  then 
passed  on  the  same  division,  the  House 
adjourning-   at    3:30. 

UToly  Bohato 
Although  it  was  generally  thotight 
that  the  t^anadian  Northern  Railway 
question  had  been  exhausted,  the  de- 
bate on  the  third  reading  proved  to 
be  on^  of  tho  liveliest  and  the  best 
since  the  Introduction  of  the  measure 
In  the  House.  The  application  of  the 
twenty-m^ute  limit  rule  appeared  to 
have  a  tendency  to  add  to  the  good  na- 
ture of  the  House. 

There  was  much  amusement  when 
the  Speaker  Intimated  before  the  divi- 
sion started  that  he  proposed  making 
use  of  the  gavel  to  notify  the  speakers 
that  their  time  was  up.  The  gavel  fell 
with  promptitude  throughout  the  day, 
everybody  being  treated  alike.  It  had 
been  suggested  that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler 
who  had  not  spoken  previously  on  the 
hill,  owing  to  Illness,  should  be  allowed 
to  have  as  much  time  as  he  pleased. 
The  leader  of  the  Opposition,  however, 
declined  to  accept  the  proposal,  and 
spoke  for  only  twenty  minutes.  Sir 
Wilfrid  summarised  the  Opposition 
Tleww^  regard  to  th«,aaUt' maiatatalnv 
thst  while  the  Government.  In  Its  leg- 
islation of  1914,  had  proposed  fore- 
closure In  the  event  of  default,  it  was 
not  proposed  to  purchase  the  stock  of 
the  Canadian   Northern   Railway. 

Hon.  Arthur  Melghen  In  reply  ss- 
serted  thst  on  the  contrary  the  o,»- 
posltion  leader  In  I9H  had  arf^ued  that 
there  was  no  possibility  of  Huccess  for 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  under- 
taking, and  It  was  for  that  reason  that 
the  Opposition  had  moved  for  arbitra- 
tion as  a  preliminary  to  taking  over  the 
road  at  a  fixed  valuation. 

Mr.  Fred  Pardee,  chief  Liberal  whip, 
expressed  the  conviction  that  the  fan- 
adian  .Northern  Kailway  In  inil  had 
SKreed  to  foreclosure  in  the  rase  of  de- 
fault, hprause  Mackensle  and  Mann  be- 
lieved that  the  IS.";, 000, 000  then  seciirpd 
would  tide  the  company  over  Uh  dif- 
ficulties.

Hon.  George  P.  Graham  twitted  the 
Minister  of  Finance  with  being  caught 
in  his  own  trap  because  he  was  unable 
to  complete  his  reply  to  Mr.  Bennett 
under  the  rulcM  of  restricted  debate. 
Mr.  Graham  maintained  that  In  buyln? 
the  stock  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
Railway  the  Government  would  assume 
Its   liabilities. 

ZdhofaX  AppvOToa 
Mr.  Levi  Thompson.  Liberal  member 
for  Qu  'Appelle,  came  oat  In  support  of 
the  bill  because  of  his  belief  in  gov- 
ernment ownership.  He  also  supported 
Mr.  Pugsley's  amendment  because  he 
believed  the  award  of  arbitrators  should 
be  submitted  to  Parliament. 

Mr.  George  W.  Kyte  said  It  was  gos- 
sip that  certain  of  the  party  funds  were 
in  the  hands  of  the  ex-Mtnlster  of  Pub- 
lic Works.

CONVOY  VESSELS 
ACROSS  OCEAN 


POUCEMEN  AND  MOB 
CLASH  IN  MONTREAL 


Second  Encounter  in  Twenty-Four  Hours  Occurs 

in  West  End  of  City— Four  Constables  and 

Several  Civilians  Are  Injured — One 

Man  Shot  in   the  Arm 


Paraders  Are  Dispersed 
By  Charge  of  Officers 

Number  of  Windows  in  Shops  and  Street  Cars* 

Are    Broken — Mysterious    Arrest    of    Elie 

Lalumiere,  One  of  Most  Prominent 

Anti-Conscription   Orators 


United  States  Naval  Forces 
Affording  Effective  Protec- 
tion Against  Pirates — Belief 
U-Boats  Have  Been  Sunk. 


WAHHINGOTON,  Aug.  80.— Americah 
naval  forces  are  convoying  merchant 
craft  across  the  Atlantic,  it  was  dis- 
closed officially  today  at  the  Navy  De- 
partment, and  examination  of  the  re- 
cords shows  that  the  loss  of  convoyed 
ships  by  submarines  has  averaged  less 
than  one-half  of  one  per  cent. 

Details  of  the  convoy  system  are 
withheld.  It  Wan  stated,  however,  that 
American  war  vessels  are  regularly  es- 
corting fleets  of  British,  French  or  Al- 
lied merchantmen  across,  the  protection 
being  supplemented  when  the  danger 
rone  Is  reached  by  destroyers  and  other 
patrol  craft. 

American  naval  offlclalB  believe  that 
an  effective  system  for  checking  the 
submarine  menace  Is  being  built,  up 
gradually  but  certainly.  Many  devices 
and  many  methods  enter  into  the  task. 
Among  other  things,  depth  bombs  are 
proving  effective.  Offlclal  reports  Indl- 
cau  that  Amerleaa  deetreyers  have 
acoounted  for  several  U-boata  wMi. 
theitf  Wsa^na.  Ho  announcement  of 
such  Incidents  will  be  made,  howeverj 
unless  absolute  proof  of  the  fact  to 
available. 

No  U-boat  has  been  captured  by  the 
Americans.  It  Is  the  best  Judgment  of 
high  oflnclals,  however,  that  several 
have  been  sunk  by  Admiral  Sims'  de- 
stroyers, and  they  are  confident  that 
the  submarine  menace  will  be  substan- 
tially abated  as  the  number  of  destroy- 
ers and  other  (craft  available  for  the 
work  Is  Increased.  Reports  from  Lon- 
don that  the  submarines  are  working 
now  farther  at  sea  than  formerly  were 
confirmed  by  the  Navy  Department.  It 
may  be  that  new  boats  of  greater  size 
and  better  ses-keeping  qualities  lend  to 
this  extension  of  the  zone  of  activities, 
but  It  Is  resarrted  as  more  probabli; 
that  the  Increasing  vigilance  of  the 
anti-submarine  forces  In  malhly  respon- 
sible. 

The  effect  of  the  IncreasInK  patrol, 
of  the  employment  of  airplanes  and  of 
the  adrlitlon  of  new  devices  to  the  anti- 
submarine weapons  has  been  to  force 
the  T'-boats  under  water  to  a  greater 
degree.  Their  effectiveness  Is  limited 
In   proportion. 

They  cannot  run  down  a  merchant- 
ship  of  average  speed  If  kept  under 
water.  They  can  operate  only  agalnnt 
ships  that  almost  stumble  upon  them. 
And  all  the  time  they  are  under  water 
they  are  consumlntr  the  stored  power 
of  their  storage  batteries,  decreasing 
their  range  of  underwater  action  and 
compelling  them  to  come  up  at  night 
and  He  idle  on  the  surface  while  their 
oil  engines  are  used  to  recharge  the 
batteries.

"Mr.  Wilson  brings  us  back  to  the  bed- 
rock fact  that  Oermany  Is  a  leper  slate 
and  that  until  she  has  cleansed  hefself 
communion  with  her  means  corruption." 

In  going  beyond  (he  ruling  caste  to 
tha  oerman  people  themaalvea.  aaya  the 
Pall  Mall  Oaiette,  President  Wilson  may 
appear  to  soma  to  be  over-sangulrte. 
"But  for  ourselves."  the  aewspaper  eon- 
iinuea,  "we  bcliava  he  is  right,  because 
we  aaa  no  altarnatlva  but  complete 
nlliury  victory." 

The  weatmlnster  Oaeette  says  the 
reply  strikes  the  right  mark  for  the 
Allies,  and  continues:  "Firm,  daflant 
acalnat  tha  Oerman  system,  but  not 
tnreatenint  oatracism  and  ruin  if  that 
syatam  ba  dlsaatabUshed,  It  may  not 
suaoaad.  The  German  people  and  their 
syatam  may  ba  too  much  at  one  for 
any  disintegration  from  within,  but 
there  is  no  r^aon  why'^wa  should  per- 
petually atoke'  up  tha  flre-aatera  Who 
are,  trying  to  persuade  tha  Oerman 
people  that  the  Alliea  are  bent  upon 
conqueat  and  destruction  and  do  no- 
thing to  help  the  srowth  of  moderuta 
opinion. 

The  Manchester  Guardian  says  : 
"President 'Wilson's  policy  comes  g^fy 
near  to  the  formula  *.\o  Peace  with 
the  Hohentollerns,'  but  it  would  be 
unfair  not  to  recoitnlse  the  very  har- 
row but  deep  Kult  that  separates  him 
from  that  formula.  The  way  in  which 
ha  prefers  to  put  his  policy  is  that 
no  peace  can  be  made 'durable  without 
tha  guarantee  of  the  German  people. 
Guaranteea  given  by  the  German 
Government,'  holding  the  viewa  that  It 
does,  could   not  be  durable. 

"Mr.  Wilson  haa  no  desire  to  dictate 
to  the  Oerman  people  their  form  of 
governntent,  but  as  a  too^  American 
he  haa  faith  in  the  honesty  and  ain- 
oerity  of  democracy.  He  la  not  con- 
cerned to  insist  that  Germany  must 
have  a  form  af  aoYernment  Ilka  our 
own,  but  only  to  assert  the  principle 
that  In  dealing  with  an  autocracy  like 
that  of  Oermany  we  muat.  In  self- 
defence  exact  more  severe  guaranteea 
than  If  we  were  dealing,  not  with  a 
clique  whone  political  vices  have  bean 
muda  notorious  by  the  war,  but  with  a 
free  people,  which  In  the  maas  la  never 
dishonorable,  never  cynical,  never 
treacherous."

"Japan,"  he  continued,  "Joins  our 
great  young  nation  in  pledging  anew  a 
continuance  of  our  old  friendship,  which 
the  trouble-makers  of  the  rarth  have 
tried  so  hard  to  Interrupt. 

"We  now  know  how  industriously  in- 
sidious attempts  have  t>een  made  by  the 
Prussian  masters  of  the  Oerman  people 
to  bring  about  distrust  and  hatred  In 
the  world.  We  know  what  evil  at- 
tempts they  have  made  to.  breed  hatred 
and  distrust  of  us  among  our  friends, 
and  we  welcome  this  opportunity  heart- 
ily to  congratulate  our  old  friends  who 
honor  us  today  By  the  capture  of  Talng 
Tau  and  the  German  lalanda  in  the  Pa- 
cific, Japan  baa  completely  removed 
from  the  Fa^  Eastern  world  the  only 
threat,  as  we  believe,  to  lasting  peace 
and  prosperity  In  Eastern  Asia

"The  yellow  peril"  was  made  in  Ger- 
many, and  Shantung  was  seised  The 
'Klav  peril'  was  made  in  Germany,  and 
Serbia  was  overwhelmed  and  Russia  was 
Invaded.  But  the  thick-skulled,  smug, 
self-centred  supermen  of  Germany,  en- 
tering on  their  last  attempt  at  conquest, 
have  roused  a  real  peril — a  peril  to 
themselves,  and  tv^f  nations  who  be- 
lieve in  international  honor.

"This  alliance  threatens  only  rapacity, 
greed,  hypocrisy  and  nationalized  bru- 
tality. Our  alliance  is  Indeed  a  peril, 
but  only  to  the  new  pirates  of  the  seas, 
to  the  assassins  of  the  air,  to  those  who 
violate  international  decency  and  fair 
dealing,  who  misuse  the  forces  of  de- 
veloped science  and  distort  the  teachings 
of  philosophy,  who  would  destroy  civil- 
isation Itself  in  the  effort  to  accomplls'h 
World  domination. 

"This  peril  our  alliance  has  created 
is  the  peril  of  tiie  Central  European 
Powers,  but  it  bears  no  color  label.  It 
la  and  will  be  In  the  future  the  com- 
mon glory  of  all  true  men  of  all  free 
,nations  everywhere  to  have  Joined  in 
its  creation  and  success.  It  Is  an 
Anglo-French-Slav  -  Italian  -  Japanese- 
American  peril  to  the  misdemeanants 
of   the   world. 

"Let  us  never  permit  hereafter  that 
evil  tongues  or  wicked  propagandas 
shall  cause  even  the  simplest-minded 
among  our  people  to  forget  the  ancient 
friendship  of  our  nations  or  weaken 
the  ties  of  mutual  respect  and  regard 
in   which   we  hold  each  other." 

Tlaooiuit's  Addvasa  \ 

Viscount  Ishli  spoke  aa  follows: 
"No  words  at  my  command  can  give 
aileQuatc   expression     to     the  profound 
appreciation    I    have  of  this   honor   you 
confer  upon  us. 

"I  grasp  this  occasion  to  say  to  you 
that  the  whole  people  of  Japan  heartily 
welcome  and  profoundly  appreciate  the 
entrance  of  this  mighty  nation  of  yours 
Into  the  struggle  against  the  Inakne 
despoUer  of  our  civilisation.  We  all 
know  that  you  did  not  undertake  this 
solemn  task  on  the  Impulse  of  the 
moment,  but  that  you  threw  your 
mighty  weight  Into  the  struggle  only 
after  exercising  a  most  admirable 
patience  with  a  Arm  determination  that 
this  world  shall  be  made  free  from 
the  threat  of  aggression  from  that 
black  shadow  of  a  mllitar)-  despotism 
wielded  by  a  nation  taught  with  the 
mother's  milk  that  human  right  must 
yield  to  brutal  right.

DRIVE  REACHES 
i  SECOND  STAGE 


Italians'  Offensive  Has  Given 
Them  Possession  of  Import- 
ant Strategic  Points — Aus- 
trian Resistance  Desperate, 


LONDON.  Aug.  30. — Italy's  victorious 
offensive  reached  its  second  and  most 
important  stage  today.  Having  attained 
practical  dominance  of  the  Hainslzza 
Plateau,  General  Cadorna's  troops  have 
begun  a  vast  flanking  movement  north- 
ward. Tolmlno  is  thn  Immediate  objec- 
tive of  this  drive.  Dispatches  indicate 
that  the  Italian  troops  are  forging  ahead 
and  have  arrived  almost  liefore  the  flrst 
line  of  defences  of  this  Austrian  city. 
At  the  same  time  another  Italian  army 
Is  reaching  out  bryond  Montecco  for  a 
simultaneous  drive  eastward  on  the 
same  city. 

Dispatches  from  Rome  today  told  of 
further  progress  gained  on  the  plateau 
toward  the  Chlapovano  valley.  It  la 
through  this  gap  that  one  of  the  main 
arteries  of  the  Austrian  communications 
runs  between  the  northern  and  southern 
armies — the  latter  guarding  Trieste.  A 
victory  here  will  be  of  vast  strategic 
importance. 

All  dispatches  today  emphaalied  the 
ferocity  of  the  flghtlng  In  the  Balnslzza 
sector.  The  Anstrlans  are  offering  des- 
perate resistance.

WASHINOTO.V,  Aug.  30.— The  Italian 
embassy's  official  advices  regarding  the 
progress  of  the  ItnDan  offensive  against 
the  Austrians  Indicate  that  the  success 
of  the  Italian  offensive  against  the  Aus- 
trians indicate  that  the  success  of  the 
forces  of  General  Cadoma  and  General 
Capello  In  capturing  the  Balnslzza  pla- 
teau is  an  important  military  gain  that 
is  threatening  the  entire  group  of  the 
Tolmlno  defences.  The  advices  Indicate 
that  In  this  offensive  the  Italian  Com- 
n»ander-ln-Chlof,  <ieneral  Cadorna,  in  his 
efforts  to  baffle  and  confuse  the  Aus- 
tVlans.  has  not  only  routed  their  forces 
as  the  Italians  have  advanced,  but  left 
the  Austrians  In  the  greatest  doubt  as 
to  the  Italian  objectives,  whether 
Trieste  or  I^lbach,  or  both  these  Im- 
porUnt  points. 

Italian  military  experts  here  assert 
that  with  sufficient  guns  and  munitions 
the  Italian  forces,  under  command  of 
General  Cadorna.  will  win  a  complete 
victory  over  the  Austrians  on  that  front. 
It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  this 
offensive  haa  vastly  Increased  the  pow- 
er and  influence  of  Italy  in  the  Entente 
war  councils.

Our  correapoiidtnt  Is  uiiju*l  '»  n>min« 
this  aUteiiMnt.  «lr  Robert  Borden,  et 
the  CoBservatlve  cnueus  held  on  Wed- 
nesday at  Otuwa,  oSered  to  resign  the 
rremlerehlp  in  favor  of  «lr  Oeor«e  Koii- 
ter.  The  totter  refused,  as  he  re«arda 
tk«  present  Prime  Minister  as  the  only 


loKlcal  leader,  and  his  stand  was  unani- 
mously   endorsed    by    tlxe   caucus.       Sir 
Bobert  Borden  has  been  the  protageoUt 
of  Union  CJo^ernment,  he  is  the  head  of 
the  Government     In   power.   k«  Is     the 
leader  of  the  Conservative  party  In  Can- 
ada, and  that  party  Is  unanimous  In  Us 
Relief  that  he  should  retain  the  leader- 
ship.     The  vote  on  the  second  reading 
of  the  Military  Service  Bill  was  carried 
hy  sixty-one.      Only  tweaty-slx  Liberals 
in  Parliament  voted  for  it.  while,  with 
the  * '•xceptlon     of   a   few   Conservative 
members  from  Quebec,  the  latter  party 
supported   the  provUrton   of  man-power. 
The  ofllclal  Uberal  party  Is  opposed  to 
eonsoriptlon.    and    It   is    difficult    to    see 
how  the  remainder  of  that  party  should 
kave  the  power  to  dlcute  who  shall  b* 
the  head  of  a  Union  Government.      Of 
course,  those  Uberala  who  are  In  favor 
of   joining   such   a   Qovernroent   can   re- 
fuse     oo-operatlon    unless    the     present 
yrlnie  Minister  Is  ellmlBated  from   the 
leadership.      But  the  quesUon  that  will 
naturally  arise  in  this  connection  is  «he 
num«rloal    strength    of    the    population 
which  arro^atAi   to   l.tseU   tha  night  to 
say  who  shall  not  be  Prime  Minister. 

The    War    Liberals    in    the    House    of 
Commons      only       number       twenty- six. 
Outside  the  House  of  Commons,  but  in 
the   Ltberat   Ckwernments   of    the   Pi'ov- 
Inces  in   tba  West  tha  number   is  very 
■mall,  for.  as  far  as  we  know.  Premier 
Norris,    of    Manitoba,    Mr.    Hudson,    his 
Attdttfcy-Oeneral.     Premier     Blfton      of 
Alb«Wa,   and   Mr.   J.    A.  Calder.  of  Sas- 
katchewan, are  the  only  four  prominent 
men    who    hwve    reconsidered    their    de- 
cision of  allegiance  to  Sir  Wilfrid  L*ur- 
Icr.   which    was   recorded   at    the   recent 
Wlnnln«r  ''onventlon.      It  was  the  latter 
four  gentlemen,  together  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  grain-growing  Intereats,  who 
informed   Sir   Robert   Borden   that    they 
were   willing   to   loin   a    Union   fJovern- 
ment,  but  stipulated  that  he  should  not 
ho   the   leader.      We  'lo   not   know    how 
far  they  spoke  for  the   Liberals  of  the 
West,  and.  Indeed.  It  would  be  very  dif- 
nault  to  show  that  they  had  any  man- 
date, for  their  decision  was  arrived  at 
through     private    sossioaa.       Obviously, 
therefore,  the  efforts  of  Messrs.  Norrla. 
SIfton.  Hudson  and  Calder  and  the  two 
Oram  Qrowers  Is  to  get  rid  of  Sir  Rob- 
ert   Borden   from    tha   leadership.

It    may    be    that    tha 
Church  Congreaa  at   Moacaw  will  be  a 
step  m  tha  direction  of  oemanttng  pub- 
lic   opinion    and    stifling    the    spread    of 
Hoolallallo  doctrinea  which  are  weaken- 
ing the  reaiatance  against  Germany,  and 
eventually.

AIRCRAFT  RESEARCH 

MEANS  MUCH  WORK 


Important  Investigations  bearing  upon 
the   Improvement   and    better   utillzailon 
In  war  of  aircraft  are  being  carried  on 
by    the   Advisory   Committee   for   Aeron- 
autics, of  whom  Lord  Rayleigh  is  chair- 
man.    In    their  report  for    1916-17,    they 
state   that    many    changes   and   de^velop- 
ments  in  the  design  and  construction  of 
aircraft  have  taken   place  as   the  result 
of  the   continued   and  varied   experience 
gained    from    their    use    in    warfare    un- 
der   modern    conditions.      An    increasing 
number,  of  special  problems  Is  thus  con- 
aUnlly  presented   for   investigation,  and 
these      have       very      closely      occupicl 
throughout    the    year    the    attention    of 
the  staffs  engaged  in  experimental  work 
both   at    the    .National    Physical    Labora- 
tory and  at  the  Royal  Aircraft  Factory. 
In  addition   to  arero<lynamlcal    research, 
much  attention   has  been   given   to  tineM- 
tiana    relating   to   engines,    materials. of 
construction,    strength    of    construction, 
and  design,  instruments  and  acoeSKorlas 
as  well   as    to    methods   of  attack   from 
aircraft  and  other  matt-srs. 

A    nmbmre   of      matters      relating      to 
atrength   of  construction   have    i>«en    In- 
vestigated,  and   some     general     conclu- 
sions have  bepn  reached  tending  to  sim- 
plification of  strength  calculations.    The 
basis  to  lo  adopted  in  design   'o  ne«'ire 
adequate    strength      In      hlffh-spael    mo- 
chanlcs,   with    the    power   of   rapid   m>»n- 
otuvring  essential  in  aoriul  flghtinK,  <». 
It    Is    stated,    a    matter    d-manUIni?    tha 
most      careful      consideratloM.      Kxperi- 
ments  relating  to  bombs  have  been  con- 
tinued,  and      valuable     communications 
relative    to    the    flight    of    Ijomhs    have 
been  received  from  the  Air  Department 
of  the  Admiralty  and  fioni   the  Central 
Flying  School.  Two  new  types  of  bomb- 
sigjit  have  been  developed,  unil  are  now 
being  tested.     Questlona  relating  to  the 
attack    oT    aircraft    from    aircraft    have 
been   examined.     The     means     of  com- 
munication  between    pilot  and   observer 
have  been  improved. 

At  the  Royal  Aircraft  Factory  much 
research  has  been  made  Into  various 
methods  for  Improving  the  output  and 
the  reliability  of  aeroplane  engines.  A 
large  numtter  of  radiators  of  varloua 
types  have  been  tested,  and  sn  efflclent 
type  has  been  stsndardlsed.  Great  pr<>- 
xreks  has  been  made  In  the  development 
of  the  air-cooled  engine.

Lleut-Colenel  Andrei  Ilarlonovitch 
Kousmln.  who  has  beea  appointed  to 
succeed  General  Polevstoff  as  Military 
Governor  of  Petrograd,  was  the  hero  of 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  episodes  of 
the  Russian  Revolution  of  1906-1906,  By 
his  conduct  In  that  Incident  he  proved 
himself  a  man  In  whom  high  character 
la  combined  with  great  resolution  and 
resourcefulness. 

When  the  Revolution  broke  out,  Kous- 
mln was  lletenant  In  a  railway  battalion 
at  Krasnoyarsk,  the  oapltal  ef  the  Yen- 
isei province  ef  Siberia.  The  town, 
which  numbers  about  •0,006  Inhabitanta, 
at  once  flung  itself  Into  the  movement, 
and  declared  itself  an  Independent  re- 
public. In  this  state  It  continued  from 
December  18,  1966,  to  January  16,  1966. 
The  republic  waa  governed  by  a  "Coun- 
cil of  Workmen  s  and  Soldiers*  Dele- 
gates," and  Kousmln  waa  elected  Its 
president.  A  commission  composed  of 
members  of  all  the  public  organisations 
was  appointed  to  prepare  elections  on 
the  basis  of  universal  suffrage  for  males 
and  females  sllke.

Claaa  t.  Thos*  who  have  attained  the 
aga  of  twenty  yeara  and  were  born  not

earlier  than  the  year  1883  and  are  mar- 
ried, or  are  widowers  who  have  a  child 
or  children. 

Class  3.  Those  who  were  born  In  tlio 
years  1878  to  1882,  both  inclusive,  and 
are  unmarried,  or  are  widowers  who 
have  no  child. 

Class  4.  Those  who  were  born  In  the 
years  1876  to  1882,  both  inclusive,  and 
are  married  or  ur©  widowers  who  have 
a  child  or  children. 

Class  6.  Those  who  were  born  in  the 
years  1872  to  1875,  both  inclusive,  and 
ai-e  unmarried,  or  are  widowers  who 
have  no  child.

(4)  The  order  in  which  the  clnsses

City  Plans  Extensive  As'sist- 
ance  to  Residents  Who 
Would  Plant  Vacant  Lots- 
Financial  Statement. 


To  what  extant  the  city  will  reduoe 
water  ratea  to  vacant  lot  cultivator* 
next  year  haa  been  left  In  the  haoda  of 
Water  Commlaaioner  Ruat  and  Alder- 
men Johna.  FuUerton  and  Sargent.  Some 
of  the  membera  of  the  committee  are 
in  favor  of  granting  free  water  to  cul- 
tivatiora,  saying  that  the  aim  of  the  city 
waa  to  Increaae  production,  and  that 
Victoria  haa  a  coatly  water  worka  aya- 
tem that  waa  not  being  uaed  to  Ita 
maximum.  Mayor  Todd,  however,  de- 
Glared  at  Wedneaday'a  meeting  that  the 
queatlon  of  revenue  had  to  be  conalder- 
ed,  and  reminded  the  memJ»era  that 
maina  to  certain  parte  of  the  city  were 
already  overloaded  during  peak  houra. 
Kaaare   Sapply   Bhtwt 

t>n  September  15,  the  city  will  again 
aupply  residents  with  manure,  "the  price 
waa  fixed  by  the  meeting  at  60c  a  amall 
load  and  S1.20  a  double  load.  Thia  ia 
Juat  the  coBt  of  handling  it.  Mayor 
Todd  expreaaed  fear  that  the  city 
wouldn't  be  able  to  nearly  meet  the  de- 
manda  for  manure  thia  next  seaaon. 

The  flnanclal  atatement  aubmitted  by 
J.  B.  Tighe  ahowed  receipts  up  to 
August  2(,  1817,  as  follows:  Potatoea 
aold,  1847.06:  lota  ploughed,  $769.40;  en- 
trance fees  for  competition,  136.76;  don- 
ation to  prlxe  fund  by  Idlens  &  Son,  fS; 
crops  sold,  1106;  credit  for  returned 
seed,  |12;  expenditure  in  exceaa  of  re- 
ceipts, t426.79.  To  these  receipts  must 
be  added  what  will  be  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  clty'a  cropa  being  raiaed  on 
the  agricultural  grounds. 

The  expenditures  total  (2,200,  aome 
of  the  ehlef  Heme  being:  Potatoea  pur- 
chased, t789.88;  wages,  $840.82;  plough- 
ing and  hire  of  city  teams,  1331.38. 

Manure  sold  until  middle  of  May  this 
year  brought  in  «.>44.60  against  $851.80 
fnr  the  whole  of  1916.  4938.67  for  1916 
and  $428.40  for  1914. 

Mr.  Tighe  also  reported  that  28  water 
aervtcea  have  been  Installed  for  vacant 
lot  cultivators,  discounta  in  water  rates 
taken  advantage  of  by  127.  He  sug- 
gested that  for  next  year  any  person 
cultivating  a  vacant  lot  or  home  vege- 
table garden  be  granted  a  60  per  cent 
diacount  on  all  water  used  over  400 
cubic  feet  a  month. 

Oolttvatloa   Competttloaa 

Dealing  with  the  competition,  Mr. 
Tighe  has  reported  79  entrants,  fees 
amounting  to  $30.75  net,  to  whicii  has 
been  added  the  cash  donation  from 
John  Idiena  &  Son.  More  money  has 
been   promised  for  donations. 

Mr.  Tighe  haa  recommended  that  lots 
be  manured,  ploupched  under,  and  where 
neceasary  given,  ai  coat  of  lime  thia  Kali 
to  remain  fallow  for  the  Winter.  He 
also  adviiled  the  Immediate  securing  of 
all  the  neceasary  seed  at  once. 

The  committee  decided  to  send  out 
immediately  a  call  to  ownera  of  vacant 
lots  to  offer  their  propertiea  for  culti- 
vation next  year,  and  also  for  persona 
who  want  to  cultivate  lota  to  aend  in 
their  applicationB  aa  early  as  poaaible.

Hall. 

Alderman  Sargent  reported  that  com- 
petitions in  four  out  of  the  Ave  classes 
of  prises  have  been  carried  out.  Of 
home  gardens  there  have  been  33  en- 
tries, of  large  lots  8,  small  lots  26, 
children's  class  12.  Receipts  for  prise 
money  amount  to  $296.76,  of  which 
prlsea  will  take  $214.  The  balance  is  to 
be  available  for  the  Fall  fair. 

It  waa  announced  that  Dr.  Price  haa 
offered  a  prize  for  the  beet  plates  of 
a  aingle  name  variety  of  potatoes.  Mr.

Gui||ker,  for  the  paat  six  yeara  Super- 
Inteftent  of  Insurance,  and  Mr.  Ernest 
McOd^t^  aecretary  and  head  of  the 
provinclaKbureau  of  Information.  The 
work  of  the  insurance  department  will 
probably  be  placed  under  control  of  the 
Reglatrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companiea,  Mr.

Regalationa  governing  dairlea  and 
the  handling  of  milk,  aa  authorised  un- 
der the  Dalriea  Regulation  Act,  passed 
at  the  1916  session  of  tha  Legislature, 
have  been  promulgated  by  Hun.  John 
Oliver,  Minister  of  Agriculture.  The> 
require  the  accurate  weighing  of  all 
milk  and  cream  supplied  by  patrons,  the 
proper  -testing  and  the  keeping  for  pur- 
poaea  of  record  of  samples  of  the  test- 
ed artlclt  properly  labeled  with  the  pa- 
tron's nime  or  number,  such  samples 
f  t>e  held  for  seven  daya,  except  In 
cases'  of  dispute,  when  they  shall  be 
held  until  a  dairy  inspeotar  shall  have 
te^ted  them.  Repons  of  tha  teats  made 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  Initiator. 
'  Penalties  are  proscribed  for  manipu- 
lating weighta  of  milk  or  c^eam,  for 
taking  unfair  samples,  or  fraudulently 
manipulating  the  Babcock  test  uaed  to 
determine  the  percentage  of  fat  In  milk 
or  cream,  or  the  falsifying  of  the  re- 
cords of  such  tests,  the  reading  of  any 
t<>Ht  at  a  temperature  except  the  oorrect 
otn,  that  is,  1S6  degrees  Fahr.,  or  the 
paying  on  the  basis  of  any  measurement 
or  weight  except  the  true  meaauremenl 
of  weight,  which  is  17  6-10  cubic  centi- 
nctres  for  milk  and  t  or  IS  gramme* 
t-y  actual  weight  for  cream- 
Maat  Xava  Meeaiea 

The  regulations  call  for  the  holding 
of  a  licence  by  each  dairy  receiving  and 
buying  milk  and  cream  on  the  baals  of 
tho  butter  ba^  contents,  such  licence  to 
bo  secured  from  the  Department  of  Agri- 
Cr!ture  upon  application  on  the  pre- 
acrlbed  forma  ^ntf  the  pa.yment  of  the 
fee  of  $1,  the  licence  to  expire  on  Jan- 
uary Kt,  tn  each  year.  Licences  must 
be  posted  In  plain  sight  In  the  testing 
room   or  the  creamery  or  dairy. 

Specific  regulations  aa  to  the  testing 
of  samplea  are  set  forth  In  the  ne«7 
regulations  governing  the  employment 
rf  qualified  teetera  who  muat  be  hold- 
era  of  a  Provincial  Ileeitee.  the  report- 
ing by  teaters  of  caaea  of  unclean  milk 
Or  cream,  etc. 

I'he  regulations  as  approved  by  the 
I'txecutlve  Council,  are  now  In  full  force 
and   effect. 
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One  tof  the  Indloationa  which  point 
to  an  improved  condition  In  the  city  la 
the  decided  Ipcreaae  in  the  demand  for 
hnuses  to  rent.  Houae  renting  agents 
report  that  this  demand,  which  haa  been 
steadily  Improving,  is  dee  to  the  t>etter 
prospects  conaeqttent  upon  the  activity 
In  business  eirolea  followlBg  an  eatalH 
llahment  here  of  aueh  indnatrlaa  as 
s!ilphulldlng,  while  there  la  lmpn>ve- 
ment  too  In  other  Ufleo  of  bualnaaa  ac- 
tivity. They  take  the  signs  of  Improve- 
ment as  Indication  that  Victoria  haa 
turned  the  comer,  ao  to  speak.  In  a 
tHisineaa  way.  ode  of  the  flrst  Indlca- 
tlooa  of  aueh  a  condlt|ea  being  geoer- 
ally  the  greater  damaad  for  houaea  to 
rent  and  a  atlffenlng  la  realal  valvea.

The 
oocaalon  waa  In  honor  of  the  coming  of 
the  delegation  of  Mainland  Rotariaaa  to 
lift  the  baaeball  trophy  which  they 
had  left  In  the  keeping  of  the  Victoria 
club  three  yeara  ago.  The  luncheon  it- 
aelf waa  the  flneat  in  ita  appolntmenta 
of  any  the  club  haa  had  for  its  "field" 
meetings,  requiring  high  standard  In- 
deed to  ao  diatlnguiah  It  among  the 
many  succeaaful  spreads  provided  by 
tha  popular  Rotarlan  caterers.  Meaara.^ 
T.  H.  Oorham  and  P.  B.  Sehmeelk. 
Seemingly,  In  aplte  of  the  fact  that 
the  Vancouver  aggregation  had  been 
auooessful  in  acquiring  during  the  af- 
ternoon game  what  they  had  come  over 
for,  there  waa  atriking  evidence  of  high 
spirits  at  laat  night's  gathering. 

Apart  from  the  programme  of  the 
evening,  a  number  of  resolutions  were 
noisily  recorded  by  the  Victoria  mem- 
bers; one  of  thanka  to  Commodore  Wal- 
ter Adams  and  the  membera  of  the 
Tacht  Club  for  the  courteay  of  the 
very  attracotlve  aurroundinga  for  the 
luncheon,  one  to  Meaara.  Gorham  and 
Sehmeelk  for  their  very  splendid  ef- 
forts, one  that  the  Victoria  club  ahould 
lay  plana  at  once  for  the  recovery  of 
the  baaeball  trophy,  and,  while  they 
were  in  aueh  marked  good  humar,  they 
ahould  provide  a  little  true  Rotary  ser- 
vice  by<  giving  in  the  near  future  a 
long  mtJtor  drive  ^or  tho  ladies  of  th* 
Home   for   Aged   Women. 

Vraeeata  Trophy 
President  Abell  characterised  the 
meeting  as  a  Jolllflcation,  but  made  a 
lame  attempt  at  Indifference  when 
transferring  possession  of  the  big' 
.bronse  trophy  to  Capt.  George  Miller, 
of  the  visiting  ball  team.  About  the 
only  satisfaction  he  could  call  up  over 
the  incident  was  the  fact  that  the 
score  stood  20  to  2  when  the  Victor- 
ians won  the  trophy.  The  score  of  yes- 
terday which  lost  it  to  this  club  was 
13  to  4.  * 

President  Olson,  of  the  Vancouver 
Club,  dedlivered  the  principal  talk  nf 
the  programme.  It  waa  in  the  nature 
of  a  report  of  his  proxy  for  the  local 
club  at  the  recent  annual  internftionali 
convention  of  Rotary  Cluba  at  Atlanta, 
Ga.  His  addreas  waa  most  interesting 
aa  a  Rotarian's  perception  of  the  big 
leasons   of   International    meeting. 

President  Olson  reviewed  the  various 
items  of  the  convention  programme  In 
the  order  of  their  happening,  accen- 
tuating the  impressive  incidents  of 
each,  ai}d  then  dwelt  more  at  length 
on  the  dlacuasion  of  "Community  Ser- 
vice." 

The  motto  of  the  club,  "Service,  not 
Self,"  would  have  in  the  future  a  naw 
meaning  in  Rotary.  This  was  one  of 
the  outstanding  lessons  of  the  Atlanta 
convention  .The  sentiment  was  not 
new  in  theory,  biit  it  was  new  In  prac- 
tice. In  the  future  the  theory  and  the 
practice  must  tea  Inseparable.  _-They 
must  be  carried  out  by  men  whlTwero 
themselven  the  embodiment  of  the  t^ue 
Rotary  ideal.  If  the  ideal  waa  to  be- 
come a  dominating,  vital  force  for 
good,  it  would  have  to  be  practical; 
and  to  be  practical  it  must  ba  a  service 
to   the  community. 

The  extent  to  which  Rotary  clubs 
throughout  the  continent  had  already 
progressed  in  that  way  was  brought 
out  in  striking  clarity  by  the  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  organisation  In 
many  localities.  Some  of  these  were 
recounted  by  the  speaker  as  an  object 
lesaon  aa  to  how  service  had  become  a 
gospel  In  many  places.  Service  was  a 
law  of  society.  It  waa  a  law  In  tMe 
beginning,  for  one  of  the  flrst  com- 
mandments was,  "Thou  ahalt  lova  thy 
neighbor."  This  waa  simply  the  mat- 
ter of  living  "Service,  not   Self." 

President  Olson  concluded  by  declar- 
ing that'  the  time  waa  coming  when 
every  club  must  choose  between  ot>ev- 
ing,  as  an  organisation,  the  law  of 
service,  or  be  a  "slacker"  Institution. 
Apathy  became  in  the  light  of  dls- 
obeyance  of  the  law.  To  fulfil  the 
Rotary  ideal,  a  club  must  render 
practical  aervice  to  the  community — 
service  that  should  become  a  crusade 
— a   thing  sanctified. 

President  Olsons  conclusion  was 
followed    by    sustained    applause.  I 

"The  war  that  is  now  going  on  is'  a 
sad  and  dreadful  commentary  on  the 
tone  and  the  lack  of  Ideals  in  a  large 
section  of  the  human  race,"  aa'id  Hon. 
Preaident  Frank  Higgin*,  of  the  Vic- 
toria club.  In  course  of  hia  remarka 
preceding  his  motion  of  thanks  to 
President  Olson,  of  the  Vapcouver  Club, 
for  the  letters  maaterly  talk  before 
the  members.  "It  la  not  time  to  talk 
peace,  or  preach  altruism,  or  expound 
ethics,"  continued  the  apeaker,  "but  It 
la  time  for  Rotariana  to  expose  and  l^y 
bare  the  apirit  of  hatred,  malice,  aelflsh- 
ness,  greed  and  savager|r  that  la  re- 
sponsible for  this  awful  destruction  of 
life  and  to  help  secure  the  co-operation 
•f  peaple  of  the  larger  natloaa  in 
adopting  measures  for  the  prevention 
of  that  black  apirit  of  lawleaaneaa  from 
dominating  and  atifling  the  growth  and 
expansion  of  the  world  In  a  spiritual 
aa  well  aa  a  material  aenae." 

"Rotary  had  rlaen  in  the  world,  not 
because  of  being  a  simple  ideallani.  not 
becauae  It  represented  a  mere  philo- 
sophy or  vague  sentimentality,  but  be- 
cause it  was  really  expreselve  ef  some- 
thing that  hithertofore  bad  been  gener- 
ally eonaldered  impoaaible  of  exiatance 
— practical  idealism.  Mr.  Htgglna  had 
HIgglns  had  prefaced  hia  remark.  It 
waa  beeanee  t|M  practical  apirit  of 
Rotary,  after  It  had  tahea  deep  reat 
in  tha  Uvea  and  the  tkualaeaa  relation- 
ship at  the  members,  waa  wont  to 
apread  as  a  laten  In  the  life  of  the 
community  In  which  tha  Rotary  or- 
ganisation cxlated.  It  waa  for  that 
reaaon  that  the  Rotary  practical  Ideal 
■ilgM  ba  mada  a  domtaatlag  InHtMaoa 
In  tha  Ufa  ef  the  earth,  far  tka 
Rotary  wpialaaHiai  waa  already  hitar- 
aational  In  Its  aaopai  For  thia  raaaoa. 
"to  my  mind  a  ■otary  Cltib  aliotild  not 
be  a  dahatlac  aeelety.  hot  rather  a  kind 
ef  werfcahap  for  eraatlas  and  atrangth- 
enlng  thto  great  faat— Milal  aptrlt,"  ha

mutual;  acquaintaneaahip  merged  into 
friendahip;  confidence  took  the  place 
of  miatruat,  and  thua  grew  reciprocal 
aervice.,  a  living,  pulsating  organism, 
causing  good  cheer,  kindnaaa  and  op- 
timiam  to  prevail.  Its  scope  and  in- 
fluence ahould  be  extended  by  the  very 
vigor  of  Rotary  character  Into  a  world- 
wide force  auclT  as  would  bring  about 
closer  and  more  harmonioua  relations 
between  the  natlona  of  the  world. 

"What  a  wonderful  opportunity  ex- 
iiited  in  Canada  today  for  Rotariana  to 
work  to  enroll  the  people  under  the 
banner  of  mutual  aervice.  To  sup- 
plant self-seeking,  sectionalism,  reli- 
gious bigotry,  political  atrife  and  racial 
dUferencea  by  a  broad,  strong  compre- 
hensive spirit  of  service  to  country. 
To  lead  in  the  organisation  of  men,  re- 
sources and  wealth;  to  organise  the 
people  into  those  who  light,  those  who 
work  and  thoae  who  pay,  so  that  this 
might  be  a  nation  with  one  thought, 
one  ideal  and  a  fixed  determination  to 
serve  eflldently  and  efrectlvely,^  and  be 
a  mighty  factor  in  cruahing  that  cruel 
Prussian  autocracy,  ao  that,  aa  Presi- 
dent Wilson  haa  aaid,  the  world  may 
be  made  safe  for  democracy.  And 
when  a-e  consider  that  ^tary  la  Inter- 
national and  that  ye  are  part  and 
parcel  of  those  natlona  that  are  fight- 
ing for  the  liberty  of  the  world,  liow 
eaaential  and  necessary  It  aeems  that 
our  International  Aasoclation  should 
advocate  and  urge  the  adoption  of  aome 
international  meaaure  of  reform,  pur- 
BUlng  the  same  line  of  action  that  has 
met  a-lth  such  marked  success  locally,  i 
which  will  In  time  make  It  impossibio 
for  any  nation  to  declare  war  on  others 
and  unsettle  the  harmony  and  peace  of 
tha  world,'* 

The  mast  practical  way  to  accomplish 
that,  he  thought,  waa  to  have  created 
a  world's  court  composed  of  jurists 
selected  from  each  nation,  to  which 
nations  must  submit  their  difTerences 
and  grievancea  for  adjudication.  Such 
a  tribunal,  having  an  army,  navy,  in 
effect  an  International  police  force,  at 
ita  diaposal  to  enforce  ita  decreea,  the 
aame  aa  provincial,  atate  and  federal 
courta   can   do. 

Some  might  point  to  the  helpleaa- 
neaa  of  the  Hague  Tribunal  In  prevent- 
ing thia  war  aa  an  argument  against 
such  a  propoaal.  But  the  Hague  had 
no  power  to  puniah  violalions.  If 
lawlessness  and  Insurrection  could  be 
successfully  put  down  In  countries 
peopled  by  several  nationalitiea,  aural  y 
the  principle  might  be  adopted  where 
different  natlona  were  concerned.  In 
the  last  analysis,  right  became  the  rule 
because  the  majority  of  the  people  de- 
sired it  to  be  so.  World-wide  peace 
could  not  be  assured  until  world-wide 
wara    were    impoaaible. 

The  time  waa  ripe,  he  thought,  for 
International  Rotary  to  lead  In  auoh  a 
marement,  and  to  bring  it  Into  fruition 
wien  thia  war  waa  done.  When  it  had 
done  thia.  Rotary  would  ba  truly  a 
world-wide  practical  ideal.  The  eaaenee 
and  afibstance  of  Rotary  waa  to  be 
found  In   Ita  practice. 

"We  are  the  forerunaera  of  tha  idea 
that  not  one  of  ua  can  live  apart  from 
other  lives  and  have  our  life  rich  and 
full,"  said  Mr.  HIgglns  In  concluaion. 
"We  can  see  tha  dawn  of  a  new  era  in 
which  each  will  be  for  the  other,  and 
all  will  act  together  for  the  good  of 
the  whole.  Aa  we  aiiocaed  In  creating 
thoae  things  that  aid  tn  devatoping  ane 
maintaining  our  Ideal  of  aarrieek  and 
aa  we  deatroy  thoae  thinga  that  retard 
Ita  expansion,  striving  continually  to 
perpetuate  reciprocal  aervice  in  trade 
and  commerce.  In  the  communitlea  In 
which  we  live  aad  in  tha  nations  to 
which  we  owe  allagianca.  Thia  spirit 
that  we  knew  so  wall  riatng  up  In 
various  parte  of  the  eartji,  aa  It  la 
now  doing,  aad  then  foslne,  will  In- 
spire people  of  many  countries  to  make 
of  this  world  the  abiding  place  that 
our  L«ord  Inteada  It  to  ha,  and  the 
generationa  that  coma  after  aa  wiU  not 
aae  tha  angnlah.  aaflterlac  and  aorrow 
or  the  shattering  of  Ideals  each  as  we 
have  seen,  for  life  will  than  be  more 
wholeaome  %nd  ttatiafying  based,  aa  it 
will  be  based,  on  one  applied  ideal — 
the  Ideal  of  mutual  and  reeiproeal  aer- 
vlaa,  and  hearta  will  tteat  In  sympathy 
with  baarta  In  which  hrotharhoad  Uvea 
aad    trtampha   over    hata  aad  e^prtty."

British  Columbia  Dealers  Pre- 
paring for  Prohibition  and 
Facing  No  Import  Rule  of 
U.S.  on  September  8. 


Thia  week  marks  the  climax  of  th« 
laah  on  the  part  of  llquar  dealer*  In 
thia  Province  to  unload  on  to  California 
all  their  atooka  which  are  held  in 
l>ond,  aa  importation  of  liquor  into  the 
United  States  is  prohibAbd  after  fiep- 
tember   •.  '' 

It  waa  estimated  yeaterday  that  pear- 
ly |Zeo,000  of  liquor  baa  be«n  held  here 
In  bond,  and  this  the  dealera  mqat  gac^ 
off  their  handa  before  the  advent  ot 
prohibition  on  October  1.  Aa  all  the 
nolghl>orlng  atatea  and  Provinces  are 
"dry,"  with  the  exception  of  Callfornlii. 
everything  la  being  sent  there.  Most  o.' 
the  liquor  held  in  bond  here  conaist« 
of  Scotch  whiskey  and  gin.  .  ' 

Cialifornia  haa  during  the  laat  coupM 
of  yeara  been  the  dumping  ground'  for 
axrplUB  supplies  from  the  various  atate.* 
aa  they  went  "dry."  Last  week,  word 
was  sent  out  that  rallfornia  had  tSken 
all  she  could  handle.  But  In  aplta  ot 
this  declaration  a  flood  of  liquor  phip- 
menta  haa  been  turned  South.  Dealera 
here  declare  that  the  California  houaex 
were  juat  holding  off  a  bit  in  the  ex- 
pectation that  Britiah  Columbiana  would 
become  a  bit  frightened  and  let  go  their 
supplies  at  lower  prices.

To  get  all  the  ahipmenta  through  to 
California  In  time  a  special  liquor  ahip 
was  chartered  a  couple  of  days  agn. 
As  the  time  for  imporUtlon  into  Cali- 
fornia had  become  ao  short,  and  th^

"Your  son  Is  atlll  on  the  recorda  aa 
mlaalng.  bit  thoae  who  were  in  tho 
aectlon  with  him  are  quite  without 
hope.  It  appeara  that  he  was  on  a 
battle  patrol  and  that  he  lost  hia  way. 
Sergt.  Adams  is  confident  that  the 
enemy  did  not  take  any  of  our  men 
prisoners.

Tbat  William  Roaakally  and  |>avld 
Gowdy,  the  two  powdermen  who  were 
killed  on  Tueaday  afternoon  on  the  for- 
n-er  Songheea  Reaerve,  came  to  their 
death  through  the  prematura  exploaion 
of  the  charge  of  dynamite,  but  that  the 
cauao  of  auch  explosion  waa  not  appar- 
ent, waa  the  giat  of  the  verdict  which 
the  coroner's  Jury,  which  investigated 
tho  circumatancea  of  the  accident,  re- 
turned yeaterday  morning.

You  aee.  our  caau- 
altles  at  tbat  particular .  time  were 
rather  heavy,  even  though  we  did- get 
and  hold  what  we  were  after.  Sergt. 
Beckwith,  of  my  company,  aeporta  that 
the  late  Pte.  Bucknam  waa  aeat  down 
a  trench  we  had  Juat  taken  In  an  at- 
tack and  wa  had  to  hold  a  block.  It 
waa  IrhUe  holding  thla  block  tbat  Pte. 
Bucknam  waa  killed  while  nobly  doing 
the  duty  that  bad  been  allotted  him. 
Pta.  R.  Bell,  of  my  company,  reporU 
that  he  knew  a  for  a^  fact  tbat  Pte. 
BucVnam  waa  killed,  ao  It  la  no  uae 
holding  out  any  bopea  that  ha  waa 
taken   priaoner." 

Pta.  Bucknam  contracted  lllneaa  laat 
December  and  for  aoma  time  he  re- 
receivag  treatment  at  a  heeptUl  In 
Havre.

— Tha 
bells  of  Moacow's  1,600  churches  have 
been  ringing  continually  since  dawn  on 
this,  the  festival  of  the  Assumption. 
In  honor  of  the  opening  day  of  the 
ecumenical  congress  of  tho  Orthodox 
church — the  first  congress  held  for 
more  than  two  centuries  of  ecclesias- 
tical officialism.

Britaln'a  "war"  Root  of  merchantmen 
Is  Incroasing  at  a  rapid  rate,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  a  number  already  on  tbelr 
maiden  voyages,  the  various  shipyards 
where  °  contracts  were  placed  eonio 
montba  ago  ara  now  getting  tho  vosswls 
Into  tbo  water.  The  Cunard  atoamship 
War  Boy  was  launched  from  tho  Moore 
Shipbuilding  Company's  plant  at  Han 
Vranoisco  last  Saturday,  and  will  be 
roadx  for  tho  trials  sliortly.  Tho  ves- 
sel Is  of  the  general  type  of  l,40t-ton 
carrier  now  building  along  both  tho  At- 
lantic and  racllW  Coaata. 

Names  have  b*en  selected  for  a  large 
fleet  of  steamers  building  lU  J*ertland. 
Ore.,  for  tho  British,  Krejp«h,  and  Nor- 
wegians. The  War  V<!ber,  War  Ally 
and  War  Pearl  arp.-'ifames  to  bo  given 
throe  of  tbe^n«w  Cunard  stoamera  In 
cours^^jQj^  '  iniilding  at  '  thf>  Northwest 
^i»mr'C((ii>x>^ny'»  plant.  It  Is  understood 
.tlta^  Oeneral  Persbing  will  be  the  name 
of  one  of  the  Prench  vessels  building  at 
the  same  yard,  others  being:  Joffro, 
Mama,  Verdun,  Alane,  Homme,  Argonne 
and  Meuaa.  The  Norwegian  vessels  will 
bo  known  as  the  I.andass,  Halgrim  and 
Umbqua. 

At  the  Columbia  River  Shipbuilding 
Corporation's  yardM  the  Brltlnh  .iteam- 
ers  building  will  be  the  War  Sirdar, 
War  Agate,  War  Diamond,  War  Bullet, 
War  Arrow,  War  Dagger  and  War 
STpcar.

Teutonic  Htetorian  States 
Country  Does  Not  Need  Bel- 
gium—Not Wise  to  Take  It 
Witiiout  Allies^  Approval. 


With  a  record  load  of  pssaeagort, 
the  C.P.O.8.  liner.  Kmpress  of  Asia.  W. 
Davison,  R.N.,  Commander,  sailed  from 
the  outer  docks  last  night  for  ports  In 
the  Par  Baat.  Tho  passenger  list 
shows  St7  saloon  and  47  eabla  passen- 
gers, but  the  demand  for  aocommeda- 
tlon  was  so  great  that  tho  passengara 
bad  to  take  the  best  they  oould  set. 
A  large  number  of  paasongers  boarded 
the  liner  at  Viotorla,  Ineluding  at 
steerage. 

Honorable  Manuel  Queaen,  with  his 
secretaries,  was  on  board  and  there 
word  also  a  largo  number  of  Phillpptno 
students  who  are  returning  to  the:r 
homes  after  completing  their  oducji- 
tlonal  courses  In   the  United   Statea. 

Senator  Queaon  left  tho  Phlllppinea 
In  May  laat,  coming  over  on  the  Em- 
press of  Russia  and  arriving  In  Vic- 
toria In  June.  Ho  prooeodod  tp  Wash- 
ington to  offer  President  Wilson,  on 
behalf  of  his  government  a  division  of 
25,000  men  to  go  to  the  war.  The  offer 
was  accepted  and  the  men  will  be  ready 
to  go  to  the  front  In  AprlL  They  have 
bean  organising  since  last  March  and 
will  go  fully  OQulppad.  at  the  expcnae 
of   the   Philippine  government.

"The  people  of  the  Philippines  sre 
enthusiastically  supporting  the  United 
States  In  this  war  and  they  have 
Pledged  the  wealth  and  man  power  of 
the  country  until  victory  Is  achieved," 
said  tha  Senator.  "TJSe  home  rule  cn- 
acted    last    September    la    working    out 
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vary  satiafaotortly  and  the  effoot  of  it 
haa  been  to  eroate  content  and  make 
the  people  more  loyal  to  tho  United 
States,  the  results  being  parallel  to 
those  attained  in  South  Africa  follow- 
ing the  granting  of  Homo  Rule  by 
Oroat  Britain,  in  which  ease  tbe  South 
Africans  also  turned  round  and  fought 
for   tho  Empire."

Mr.  Hansen  expressed  much  interest 
in  some  salvage  work  which  ho  wlt- 
neased  just  south  of  Cheboygan  on 
Lake  Huron,  in  connection  with  a  ves- 
sel which  sank  over  flfty-two  years  ago. 
In^  those  days,  copper  waa  used  plenti- 
fully on  ships  and  now  that  there  Is 
such  a  scarcity  of  It,  almost  every 
known  wreck  Is  being  ferreted  ^ut  and 
the  precious  metala  obtained  from  them. 

A  special  feature  of  this  work  was 
that  the  wreck  waa  lying  at  a  depth  of 
over  300  feet,  and  only  rpoently  has  it 
boon  made  possible,  through  tho  Inven- 
tion of  apfcial  diving  goar,  to  reach 
aueh  deptha.  In  thia  oaso  tha  diver 
first  sent  down  a  dog  In  hia  diving  suit, 
and  as  the  animal  lived  throuah  it,  the 
man  had  no  hasitancy  li>  going  down 
himaelf. 

Thara  Is  no  connection  between  the 
diver's  uniform  and  the  boat,  but  fresh 
air  is  su|)^lled  from  a  amall  tank  of 
chamleala  which  he  carrlea  on  his  back. 
Mr.  Hansen  was  shown  bottled  pickles 
taken  from  the  wreek  which  were  Just 
as  g4»od  as  the  day  they  were  psvked. 
Tbe  diver  algo  showed  him  jewels  aud 
other  valuables  that  had  bean  aacurad. 
and  It  Is  believed  that  everything  worth 
while  will  be  taken  from  the  hull  which 
haa  boon  aubmerged  all  theae  years.

la  a  recent  artlcia  in  tha  Prouaalscha 
Jabrbuchar  Professor  Dalbruck,  tho  Bor« 
lin  historian,  gives  a  particularly  In- 
tareatlng  account  of  Oerman  alma.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Profeasor  Dol- 
bruck  has  often  been  denounced  by  tho 
pan-Oermans  for  not  desiring  a  com- 
plete annexation  of  ^bolglum.  and  ba 
lias  boon  suspected  of  being  Insuffleiont- 
)r  desirous  of  the  overthrow  of  tha 
British  Empire.  He  atlU  elalms  to  bo 
an  opponent  both  of  a  "conciliation 
poaoa"  and  of  "a  pure  power  peace." 
This  la  his  account  of  "a  Oornan 
Peace" : 

"l^liere  does  the  groat  aim  lit  which 
wa  must  fix  for  ourselves,  <if,  (o  put  it 
better,  what  la  tha  exalted  wtah  at  the 
fulfilment  of  which  we  muat  aim  when 
tbe  final  victory  haa  been  granta4  to 
us?  It  can  only  lie  overseas.  Tho  great- 
er our  victory,  the  gi'eater  must  our 
colonial  empire  become.  Assuming 
that,  whether  by  our  land  victories  or 
by  the  submarine  war,  we  had  reduced 
England  to  such  an  extent  that,  in  spite 
of  the  help  of  America,  she  renounced 
the  continuation  of  the  war  and  was 
ready  to  recognise  our  direct  or  indirect 
domination  over  Belgium,  we  ahould 
still  have  to  say — not  Belgium,  but  Af- 
rica; not  tfc  coal  area  of  Charlcrol,  but 
Nigeria;  not  Zeebrugge,  but  the  Azores, 
Madeira,  and  Cape  Verde  Islands;  not 
Antwerp,  but  Lasos,  Zansibar,  and 
Uganda,  and  Gibraltar  for  Spain.  Not 
economic  advantages,  and  the  forced 
Imposition  of  treaties  of  commerce,  but 
a  war  indemnity  In  cash  or  raw  ma- 
terials. 

"None  or  ouriinTes  His  any  fhtoresT 
in  Germany  winning  Belgium.  The  In- 
terest of  Austria-Hlingary  Is,  Indood, 
the  opposite,  because  Austria-Hungary 
oannot  daalre  tha  German  Empire,  al- 
though It  In  an  ally,  to  achieve  the 
hegemony  of  BuroA  On  tha  other 
hand,  Turkey  has  a  very  stronr  and 
direct  Interest,  and  Auatrla-Hungary  at 
least  an  indirect  Interest,  in  Germany 
winning  a  great  colonial  empire  in  Af- 
rica— Austria-Hungary  an  indirect  in- 
terest, becauHo  the  economic  advan- 
tages, the  supply  of  raw  materials, 
wkloh  a  colonial  empire  guarantcts.  will 
benefit  Austria  alao.  If  our  victory 
is  great  enoush,  we  can  hope  to  unite 
under  our  hand  the  whole  of  Central 
Africa  with  our  old  colony  of  South- 
west Africa;  Senegambla,  Sierra  Leone, 
the  Gold  Coast,  Dahomey,  well-populat- 
ed Nigeria  with  the  pert  of  I.Airos, 
Cameroon,  the  rich  islands  of  San 
Theme  and  Principe,  with  their  splen- 
did ports,  the  Katanga  ore  dlstriet. 
Northern  Rhodesia,  Nyasaland,  Mosam- 
btquo  and  Delagoa  Bay,  Madagascar, 
German  Bast  Africa,  Zansibar,  and 
Uganda,  and  in  addition  the  great  port 
of  Ponta  Dalgado  in  the  Asores,  one  of 
the  most  Important  and  moat  frequent- 
e.1  coaling  stations,  and  Horta,  one  o( 
the  mOHt  Important  eentros  of  tha 
Transatlantic  cable  system.  At  preaont 
the  Asores  belong  to  Portugal,  which 
la  at  war  with  Oormany.  Portugal  alao 
owna  the  Cape  Verde  Islands,  with  tho 
port  of  Porto  Grande,  one  of  the  most 
frequented  coaling  stations  In  the  East- 
ern Atlantic. 

"All  these  territories  together  have 
over  100,000,000  inhabltanta.  United  In 
^a  single  ownerahin,  and  with  their  vari- 
ous oharaotarlstloa  supplementing  ona 
another,  they  oftar  simply  Immaaaurabia 
prospeota.  They  are  rich  In  natural 
treasures,  rich  In  poaslblllties  of  set. 
tlement  and  trade,  and  rich  In  man  who 
can  work  and  also  he  used  In  war.  To 
demand  them  is  not  unjust,  and  doao 
not  offend  agalnnt  the  principle  of  equi- 
librium, since  Germany  woul^  thus  only 
be  obtaining  a  colonial  empire  such  aa 
England  and  Ruasia,  France  and  Ameri- 
ca   have    long    possessed."

of  the  Supreme  Court  of  tha  United 
Statea  of  December  11,  last,  except  foi 
the  increase  In  the  amount  of  oil  used. 
Counsel  for  the  deTendants  contend- 
ed that  the  Supreme  Court  had  limit* 
ad  the  patent  to  the  use  of  oil  in  tha 
proportion  of  a  fraction  of  1  per  cent 
on  the  ore,  and  argued  that  since  sub- 
stantially the  same  results  could  ho 
obtained  with  more  than  1  per  cent 
of  oil  as  had  obtained  with  a  fraction 
ot  1  per  cent  of  oil,  the  Supreme  Court 
had  been  mistaken  in  Its  opinion,  and 
the  patent  was  void  for  lack  of  Inven* 
ticn.

B.C.,  Aug.  SO— .\t  a 
apeclal  convention  of  the  H.  c.  Kedera- 
tlori  of  Labor  to  l>e  held  in  I>«h<»*  Tem- 
ple next  Monday,  the  ciuextlon  of  "down 
tools"  towards  conscription  will  be  the 
main  subject  for  discussion,  according 
to  the  oRlcial  "call"  sent  out  to  the 
unions  from  the  office  of  the  secxetary- 
traaaurer.  Mr;  A.  «.  Welle,  of  Victoria. 
The  document  refers  to  the  fact  that 
on  June  ■  the  executive  of  the  federa- 
tion submitted  to  a  referendum  of  the 
membership  of  the  unions  the  question 
Of  a  "down  toola  or  general  Htrlke  pol- 
icy In  the  event  of  conscription  becom- 
ing effective,"  and  goes  on  to  state  that 
tAe  result  of  the  vote  showed  that  the 
unions  favored  this  policy  to  the  extent 
of  Ave  to  one. 

The  nrst  Item  on  the  agenda  of  tha 
convention  refers  to  "the  puttlnp  Into 
effect  of  the  policy  of  down  tools  as 
adopted  by  the  referendum"  and 
it  Is  understood  that  It  will  be  around 
this  subject  that  the  most  important 
part  of  th^  discussions  will  take  place. 
Inquiries  in  labor  circles  today  elicited 
the  Information  that  possibly  100  dele- 
gates would  be  present,  repreHenling 
tho  organized  labor  movement  in  varloua 
parts  of  the  Province,  and  In  order  to 
make  tho  gathering  aa  reprenentatlve 
as  possible,  tha  executive.  It  was  stated, 
had  Invited  all  organised  labor  bodies, 
whether  affiliated  with  the  federation  or 
not,  to  aand  delegates.

Old  Orleaas   ramlly 

Prince  Kugene  Beauharnais-Kotcho'i- 
bey  comes  from  an  old  Orleans  family, 
the  members  of  which  have  been  pro- 
minent as  statesmen  and  soldiers  since 
the  fourteenth  century,  and  the  mar- 
.riasa  la  Aspei.iall y ^  interesting  to  CMina- 
Uians  ov;lng  to  the  fact  that  Vicompto 
Charles  de  Beauharnals,  Marquis  uf 
France  and  ancestor  of  the  bridegroor.i, 
was  for  twenty  years  Governor  of  Que- 
bec and  took  an  active  part  In  the  de- 
fence of  Loulsburg.  The  state  of  Beau- 
harnals, and  the  canal  of  that  name  hij 
Quebec,  are  named  after  the  Vicompto 
Charles  and  the  title  Duke  of  Loulsburg' 
Is  among  the  numerous  Beauharnals 
titles. 

Charles'  grandson  was  Alexandre, 
Vlcomte  de  Beauharnals,  who  married 
Josephine  (afterwards  the  wife  of  Na- 
poleon Bonaparte),  She  had  two  chil- 
dren, Hortense,  who  married  Louis 
Bonaparte,  King  of  Holland,  and  who 
became  mother  of  Napoleon  the  Third; 
and  Kugene,  the  great  general  and 
Viceroy  of  Italy,  who  was  great-great- 
grandfather of  the  present  Prince  Ku- 
gene. 

The  Beauharnals  during  the  last  cen- 
tury have  Intermarried  with  the  Royal 
Houses  of  England,  France.  Baden, 
Denmark  and  Sweden.  The  added  title 
of  Kotchoubey  came  from  the  marriage 
of  Prince  Maximilian  Beauharnala  with 
the  daughter  of  Czar  Nicholas  I.  oi 
Russia. 

The  TooBff  VrlBoe 
Prince  Eugene  has  had  an  interesting 
career.  Brought  up  In  the  atmoaphere 
and  environment  of  court  life,  he  show- 
ed early  signs  of  pronounced  democra- 
tic sympathies,  and  finally  breaking 
with  his  family  he  set  about  determin- 
edly alienating  himself  from  his  irk- 
some title  and  all  the  restraints  It  en- 
tailed. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  present  war 
he  was  staying  with  his  kinsman  Al- 
bert, King  of  the  Belgians,  and  served 
on  King  Albert's  staff  until  the  fall  of 
Antwerp,  when  he  was  invalided  out  of 
the  army  and  subsequently  came  to 
Canada. 

IJot  long  ago  he  endeavored  to  enlist) 
In  one  of  the  overseas  units,  but  wasr 
deterred  from  his  Intention  by  the  in- 
tervention of  International  politics.  In 
the  meantime  his  father  had  employcil 
many  arguments  to  Induce  ijls  son  to 
return   to  his   former  mode  of  life. 

The  prince,  who  Is  twenty-three  years 
of  age,  has  a  pronounced  tendency  for 
all  outdoor  sports  and  Is  an  accomplish-^ 
ed  athlete,  and  Is  particularly  fond  of 
motoring.  During  his  stay  In  Victorlrt. 
he  had  become  a  well  known  figure  In 
the  city,  using  the  name  of  Blchiirdi 
Rosedale,  and  made  many  friends  during 
his  sojourn.
